One allied informant said the 
Russians have sent a note to 
Western Allies asking for the re 
turn of a deserter —• or deserters 
— who may have already reached 
West Berlin. 
The informant said he had heard 
that one or more Russians had 
turned up in the British sector. 
West Berlin police said they had 
heard a similar report. 


Opera Opening 
Halted As Star 
Loses Voice 


ROME. Friday, Jan 3 *—Opera 
star Maria Mengehini Callas broke 
down in tears last night after 
singing the first act of Bellini's 
“Norma" and washed out the gala 
opening of the Rome opera season. 
The breakdown occurred in the 
temperamental soprano's dressing 
room. Italy’s President and other 
notables were in the audience. 
The remainder of the opera was 
called off after a long, unexplained 
intermission. The announcement 
brought a chorus of boos from the 
audience. 
Hundreds of demonstrators gath­ 
ered outside the >pera house Riot 
police were called to suppress any 
rioting. 
Riot squads then were with­ 
drawn. leaving only two uniformed 
policemen outside the hotel. 
Miss Callas* friend, party-giver 
Elsa Maxwell, spent considerable 
time comforting her in her dress­ 
ing room and emerged saying Miss 
Callas ‘ simply lost her voice en­ 
tirely." Norma is one of the most 
difficult roles in opera. 
‘’She had a bad cold but she 
tried to go through the perform­ 
ance all the same. It was the 
bravest thing I ever saw. But at 
the start of the second act she 
just found she had no voice any 
more," Miss Maxwell said.

It s called the British West Indies Federated 


Islands; it gets going formally today, when the 


first Governor General is installed in office; it 


holds its first elections on March 25; and already 


it has a quarrel with the United States. This is 


about our active air and naval base on the north­ 


west tip of Trinidad, at Chaguaramus, near Port 


of Spain. 
Another U S -Federation-British con­ 


ference about it has been set for January 13. 


We got the base in 1941 on a 99-year lease 


from Great Britain, as part of the payment for 


50 overage destroyers. 
The Federation says it 


must have the base because this is by far the best 


site for its new capital. We say our title is per­ 


fectly legal and just, so we want to be re­ 


imbursed if we build a new base to replace our 
present one. 


The Federation is composed of 13 British 


islands in the Caribbean, as a whole seriously 


overpopulated and poverty-stricken. The largest 


and most important are Jamaica < sugar and 


bauxite I and Trinidad (oil refining*. 
On the 


mainland, British Honduras and British Guiana 


decided to stay outside the new Federation for 


the time being, as did the British Virgin Islands. 


The islands hope that their new political 


unity will mean less competition among them ­ 


selves in exports. Maybe they can now go more 


effectively, too, after the U. S. tourist trade. 


However, certain aspects of foreign relations, 


currency and defense remain with London, as 


represented by the Governor, so full Dominion 
itatus is something for the future.

Wilson was destroyed by his atten­ 
dance at Versailles at the end of World War I; Roose­ 
velt lost his bargaining po* cr at Yalta; Truman recog­ 
nized the danger of his visit at Potsdam and never 


went to such a meeting again; Eisenhower encountered 
futility at Geneva and frustration at Paris. Further­ 
more. he now has to deal with a less friendly, possibly 


an antagonistic Congress about which it can he said 
that neither Republicans nor Democrats were favor­ 


ably impressed by the television performance that Rob­ 
ert Montgomery and James Hagerty put on of Eisen­ 
hower and Dulles reporting on Paris. It was not good 


reporting because it left too much out. 


For Instance, the significance of the attitude of 
the Scandinavian countries and West Germany re­ 
jecting missile haves was not explained nor was it 
made perfectly clear that if the British are to 
decide when and whether a missile mav be fired 
from their country, we might just as wrel’ not have 
a missile hase in Great Britain. For, how many 
minutes can he allowed for such a decision? 


What was really involved was a sacrifice of abso­ 
lute sovereignty for mutual safety. Not all the NATO 
powers were prepared to make such a sacrifice, despite 
the fact that all the Soviet satellites have no choice 
but to do as they are told. Many European countries 
are certain that they will ultimately be conquered by 
Soviet imperialism and hope that it will be as painless 
SLS possible. 


The American delegates at Paris. Messrs. Eisen­ 
hower and Dulles, might have made a speech along 
these lines: 


‘'Gentlemen, we have fought two wars to preserve 
your national and territorial integrity. We have con­ 
tributed billions of dollars to your defease and rehabili­ 
tation. As a result of our participation in your wars, 
we now find ourselves the target of a cold war. which 
may turn into a hot war. Soviet policy is based upon 
a system of detours which Lenin once explained in 
the phrase that the shortest route to Paris is by way 
of Peking 
These detours do not fool us. 
Ultimately 
they can only lead to our destruction. What are you 
nrepared to do for the United States of America?” 
That question was not asked in any form. Instead 
the old refrain of what will you take from us was 
repeated at Paris. 
The commitments to the United 
States are limited and the demands upon it enormous. 
Khrushchev's reply was made in Cairo, in which he 
said, in effect: 


“ Boys don't worry about the dough. We’ve got 
as much as I nele Sam. Ask and you shall be given. 
We attach no strings to our loan agreements. In 
fact, we can use the local Communist Party—the 
one in your home country—to take care of our in­ 
terest. 
We believe in self-determination for all 
backward peoples. °nce you let our advisers into • 
your country, you will learn how to function as we 
do and. in due course, you will enjoy the noble 
position of a political Sputnik. 
Meanwhile, take 
your share of the dough while it lasts.” 


The role of the United States in Paris was made 
more difficult by a course of speeches delivered by 
George Kennan, formerly American Ambassador in 
Moscow’, speaking over the B B C . radio. George Ken­ 
nan and the Eisenhower Administration have not been 
on good terms and he is no longer in the State De­ 
partment. 
Whether it was accidental or intentional 
that Kennan should have chosen the period just before 
and during the Paris NATO Conference to denounce 
American policy will not be known because it is in 
the heart of man. But Europeans report that Kennan 
knocked the props irom under Eisenhower and Dulles. 
One wonders whether even "higher studies” justify 
such a course by any citizen of the United States.

In the thirties, Hitler 
took half of Europe by piecemeal 
nibbling and grabbing operations, 
in which he was always protect­ 
ed by the fear inspired by his 
superior power.

in the late fifties and early six­ 
ties. 
At the end of the thirties, the 
British and French awoke to the 
fact that they could not hope to 
survive in a Europe dominated 
by Hitler.

can hope to survive either, in a 
world dominated by the Kremlin. 
Hence I now fear for our future 
for the first time 
But I would not be afraid, if I

The obstetric department may 
be closed temporarily unless a 
third nursery can be organized. 
Each requires a separate team 
and equipment to insure double 
protection for the well babies.

Events which preceded the dress­ 
ing-down were not published 
Hagerty. friends say. was hav­ 
ing trouble with his ulcers. 
He 
couldn't keep newsmen in line rn

as

the opening line of Buchwald* 
take-off on a Hagerty press con­ 
ference. 
It quoted a 
fictitious 
“Jim ” as saying. “I’m sorry I'm

the show at the Lido would end 
at eleven-thirty.” 


It happens Hagerty is quite a 
mght-owler. But like some other 
prominent night-owlers. he does 
not want the public to know he s 
a night-owler. Newspaper friends 
hushed up. for instance, the fact 
that, during Ike's stroke in No­ 
vember. the White House could 
not locate Hagerty until 4 a rn. 
in a Paris nitery. 
So when Buchwald. who knows 
Paris better than the Paris po­ 
lice. tossed in the little dig about 
Hagerty and the Lido. Jim hit 
the ceiling 
News pals of Hag- 
erty’s urged him to ignore the 
gibe, 
told 
him 
the 
Buchwald 
column was aimed more at them 
than at him 
advised that any 
public retaliation would only give 
Buchwald publicity.

But after a long press 
conference devoted to legitimate 
matters, good old Jim let loose.

Cracking Down On Pre**

ter she had asked a series of 
questions at White House pre«s 
conferences regarding failure to 
abolish segregation in the 
Na­ 
tion's 
Capital, 
and 
threatened 
her with loss of credentials. 
Hagerty had done a thorough 
investigation of Miss Payne which 
must have included her income- 
tax returns. This unearthed the 
fact that she had been paid by 
the 
CIO-PAC for som e editorial 
work as the same time she was 
an 
accredited 
correspondent. 
Hagerty threatened to report this 
to the Press Credentials Commit­ 
tee. 
Again when Milton Friedman 
of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
asked a series of embarrassing 
questions 
at 
press 
conferences 
regarding Ike’s refusal to push 
the immigration hill. he was call­ 
ed in by Max Rabb. Secretary 
of the Cabinet. 
Rabb suggested 
that Friedman lay off the embar­ 
rassing questions. 
When Fried­ 
man declined. Friedman's boss in 
New York got a call from Ber­ 
nard Katzen, head of the Jewish 
Division of the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee, protesting that 
Friedman was asking em barrass­ 
ing questions and that he be or­ 
dered to lay off 
The Jewish Telegraph Agency 
did not, however, discipline Fried­ 
man. It increased his salary. 
In the Hoover administration, 
there were various attempts to 
crack down on the press: also 
some in the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration. 
In the Truman adminis­ 
tration kindly Charley Ross and 
Joe Short never made any effort 
to retaliate against critical news­ 
men.

W ASHINGTON - Moscow now 
want* the Red regime of East 
Germany given diplomatic recog­ 
nition by other governments in 
Europe. Asia and America. The 
Soviet Union ut demanding that 
credentials be obtained from the 
East German government by all 
diplomats traveling in that coun­ 
try 
This will put many an appeaser 
in the Western world on a tough 
spot 
For. until now. the argu­ 
ment has been repeatedly made 
that all that is necessary to m er­ 
it and obtain diplomatic recog­ 
nition is for a government to be 
in complete military control of 
the area which it governs. 
When. for example, those per­ 
sons opposed to the recognition 
of Red China have asserted that 
there is a moral as well as a 
legal question involved, the an­ 
swer heretofore made by the ap­ 
peasers has been that morality 
us not to be considered, but only 
the sim ple facts of a 
govern­ 
m en ts possession of a given terri­ 
tory. 
It is true that some govern­ 
ments. like that of Great Britain, 
did recognize the *ted China gov­ 
ernment, but this happened before 
the aggression of Red China in 
Korea and before this aggression 
was formally denounced by reso­ 
lution of the United Nations As­ 
sem bly. Since the Korean war. 
no pro-Western country has ex ­ 
tended diplomatic recognition to 
the Peiping regime because moral 
issues have clearly been at stake. 
The reason Moscow now wants 
the Red German government giv­ 
en formal diplomatic recognition 
is that this is one of the hest 
ways of preventing the reunifica­ 
tion of East and West Germany. 
The Soviets are not interested in 
ever seeing a united Germany. 
By building up the prestige of the 
East 
German 
government, 
the 
Communists think they will have 
a leverage for a future negotia­ 
tion. looking toward the establish­ 
ment of a “neutral” belt in Cen­ 
tral Europe — a zone in which 
there are to ne uo armies, but 
where the international Commu­ 
nist organization directed from 
Moscow will hold sway. 
By applying the outworn rules 
about diplomatic recognition. East 
Germany is to be hailed as a 
separate entity, with its own m a­ 
chinery of government. The East 
German regime, of course, is con­ 
trolled by Moscow, and so, to a 
large extent, is the Peiping re­ 
gim e responsive to Moscow’s dic­ 
tation. Logic would seem to argue 
that recognition 
of Red China 
ana Red Germany would in both 
cases ignore the same principle 
of morality. 
Any expressed willingness on 
the part of Western governments, 
however, to recognize the Red 
German regime would mean a 
setback to the hopes of all the 


people of both sections of Ger 
many. For it tends to make perm­ 
anent what the 1945 armistice at 
the close of World War ll intend­ 
ed to be only temporary. 
There now are two Chinas, two 
Koreas, two Indo-Chinas and two 
Germanic*, just because Soviet 
military power wills it so. The 
free nations of the world have not 
wished to use their forces to com ­ 
pel 
obedience 
ta 
the 
wartime 
agreem ents that certainly looked 
forward to reunification of occu­ 
pied areas. 
The 
Communists, 
regrettably, 
are supported by som e elements 
in the West which are always 
willing to make a “deal." Ap­ 
peasement 
of 
Khrushchev 
can 
prove of no more avail than did 
appeasement of Hitler, but never­ 
theless the sponsors of such a 
policy are willing now’, as in the 
30s, to abandon principle in favor 
of compromise 
In Britain, which usually pro­ 
fesses a high regard for moral 
principle as against expediency, 
there has nevertheless been out­ 
spoken criticism of the American 
policy of refusing recognition to 
Red China. This is partly because 
Hong Kong, an important Brisish 
colony on the mainland of China, 
is at the mercy of the Peiping 
regime. There is a pressure con­ 
stantly. too, for nor# trade with 
Red China, and this in turn causes 
elem ents 
in 
the 
commercial 
world to seek to disregard moral 
principle in favor of materialistic 
considerations 
I he 
situation 
now 
emerging 
with respect to East Germany 
may open the eyes of the entire 
Western world, including the dis­ 
senters in Great Britain. For dip­ 
lomatic 
recognition 
cannot 
be 
honorably given to a government 
just because it is in control of a 
region or area on the theory that 
this is the customary rule. There 
are other considerations to be 
taken into account. 
Today 
diplomatic 
recognition 
means a vote of approval for 
what could result in a permanent 
setup. It ratifies government by 
force and the illegal control of 
territory whose peoples are really 
captives. 
It 
discourages 
any 
chance of '.conification and en­ 
courages (he aggressor to pursue 
his 
exploitation 
of 
neighboring 
countries. 
If ever the moral issue involved 
in extending diplomatic recogni­ 
tion was plainly underlined, it is 
in the case of the demand coming 
now from Moscow that the cap­ 
tive regime of East Germany be 
given a place in the family of 
nations as a legitimate govern­ 
ment on a parity with the free 
government of West 
Germany. 
This is a typical exam ple of what 
the Communists mean by "peace­ 
ful coexistence.” It s a synonym 
really for “peaceful surrender.”
